WHAT is a dirty bomb? A dirty bomb combines 
explosives like dynamite or Semtex and 
radioactive materials. The blast rapidly spreads the 
radioactive particles, creating a major contamination 
hazard. The blast is no more forceful than any other 
high-explosive device. 


What would be the effects of a dirty bomb? A 
dirty bomb would boost radiation levels, causing long- 
term damage. It could increase the risk of cancer and 
kill people several years in the future. Many experts 
describe it as a “disruptive weapon”. 


How difficult are they to make? The technology of 
a dirty bomb is relatively simple. The key components 
are conventional plastic explosives and radioactive 
material. But experts say there is a high risk bomb- 
makers can end up killing themselves making it. 


How different are they from nuclear bombs? A 
nuclear bomb is far more sophisticated and could 
destroy a city. A dirty bomb, which could be detonated 
in a confined space like a plane, affects a small area.

Mr Lawson said: “The principal 
attack involved packing three lim- 
ousines with gas cylinders, 
explosives, shrapnel and 
the like and then detonat- 
ing the devices in under- 
ground car parks. 


“There were plans for the 
detonation of a radiation 
dispersal device, more 
commonly known as a 
dirty bomb, the use of a 
petrol tanker to cause an 
explosion, and an attack 
on London's rail or 
Underground network, 
including the Heathrow 
Express, or an explosion 
on a Tube train while in a 
tunnel under the Thames." 

Barot himself wrote: 
“Imagine the chaos that 
would be caused if a pow- 
erful explosion were to rip 
through here and actually 
rupture the river itself." 

He was arrested after 
police decided he was 
"simply too dangerous to 
leave" on the streets.

A YOUNG teacher gave oral 
sex to a 15-year-old boy in 
school as he filmed it on a 
mobile phone, a court heard 
yesterday. 


But his parents saw the steamy 
footage — including their son grin- 
ning - and Rebecca Denning, 26, was 
arrested. 


The fling began with the two touching 
each other as they passed in the corri- 
dor and flirting in front of other pupils, 
Birmingham Crown Court was told. 

Then the rampant couple would meet 
in lay-bys for sex in the blonde drama 
teacher's car, it was alleged. 

Denning, who is charged with three 
counts of sexual activity with a child 
and one count of abuse of trust, initial- 
ly denied the relationship. 

But when confronted with the footage 
she admitted the sex act had taken place 
in the theatre at the school. 

She insists it was an isolated incident 
and refutes the boy's claims that they 
had sex. 

Sally Hancox, prosecuting, said: “This 
relationship developed from flirty, to 
friendly, to touchy and then to sexual. 

“The two began to touch each other as 
they passed in the corridor —a pat on the

bottom, a quick touch of the thigh. To 
show attention to — and be shown atten- 
tion by - a young and attractive teacher 
could be every schoolboy's fantasy." 

Denning gave him oral sex just before 
his 16th birthday, said Ms Hancox. 

She added: *He used his mobile phone 
to record the event for posterity — or 
maybe for bragging rights. 

"At one point in the film the camera is 
turned back to film his face. 

*He is grinning at the camera - a 
schoolboy who knew he was doing some- 
thing wrong but wasn't going to say No." 


Denning denied anything had hap- 
pened when first confronted by the 
police, the jury heard. 

Ms Hancox added: *She was shown a 
recording of the video clip, at which 
point she became emotional. 

“She then said that she felt threatened 
by the student, that he had made 
demands for money and that she had 
committed the act under duress. 

“She claims he had held a screwdriver 
to her head. There is no evidence of this 
in the video clip.” 

The case continues.
